Justice 
IhiibridKe holds that Hu' administra- 
tion of Indian affairs devolves upon 
Hie Domini. Ill j,'ovornment, and Ontario 
oiiRht not to be hold responsible for 
adiiilnb^tratloii of Indian treaties in 
iiiilario. Tho expense nf negotiation 
of Hie tiealy is held to ho reasonably 
incurred and slioiikl be allowed to 
the Dominion and cdiargod to the pro- 
vince Id" Dntarin. The pro\dnce ought 
lo be held liable to indemnity by thii 
Dominion for the e.xjienditures made to 
pay each Indian iiiliabiting the tract 
surrendered the sum of live dollar.s 
yearly and for iiart of the amount of 
twelve dollars Riven as a present to 
each iiKin, woman and (■liild of the 
bands represented ;it tho time o[ 
the tri»aly was entered into. The 
juilf,'e n.xod Hie pro\ ine<''.s share at five 
dollars per bead on this .score. Tho 
sum of $1,500 yearly for the purcha.so 
of ammunition and twine for nets for 
the use of Indians with whom the 
treaty Is made Is allowed as an ex- 
pense. The Dominion must pay their 
expenditures for schools for suppres- 
sion of the liquor traffic and for the 
encouragement of agriculture among 
the Indians. They are held to bo 
legitimate objects of administration on 
the part of the Dominion. The pro- 
vince of Ontario must bear the ex- 
penditures made for salaries of chiefs 
and for triennial distrlbuton of cloth- 
ing to them.

Disputes over tho proportion In 
which the bills of a hunting trip 
should be paid took up the eritlre time 
of Judge Lampman In the county 
court yesterday. The case was thfit 
of Appleton vs. Condultt, which aro$e 
out of that of Little vs. Condultt and 
Appleton, in which Lltlle, camp cook 
during the c.\pedltloii in (lue.stion, 
.•sought to recovifr his wages which had 
apparently been placed in .jeopardy liy 
the dl.spntes of hi.s employers. As, 
however, tlierc was no disposition on 
the part of either to dispute the fact 
that Little had earned hi.s wage.s, he 
was given judgment liy agreement of 
the parlies, and the rest of tho day 
was spent In trying to And out who 
was really entitled to satisfy that 
judgment. 

Tho case of Appleton vs. Condultt 
wa.s i-endered necessary by Little's 
suit, In order" that an account might 
be obtained fixing the respective lia- 
bility of the two ' .sportsmen involved, 
Col. Appleton and Walter Condultt. It 
did not apii-.-ar that i-lther KcnIIeman 
was wIsliiuK to evade his just respon- 
sibilities, but bad blood li:i\in(; ari.seii 
hctwi>en the two and a di liiiile uiider- 
staiKling not liaviiu; apiia reii i ly lieeii 
arriveii .-it in .-idvance, u-dlher was 
ivilliiii; in r-;ce(U' froni llu- ji.isition be 
liail taken u]i. 

ft wa.s gatheri-il from liie evidence 
taken yestcrda,\- tliat Col. ..\ppIeton 
and .Mr. and .Mrs. Conduitl had li.en 
hunting toL;i>tliei- In tUirmah prior to 
coining to Hrltish Columbia. l)n tliat 
expei;itb>n bo li supplied their own 
persou.il attendants, but of tlU' com- 
iiii.-sariat and Iransporl eN|M-nses Col. 
.■\li|det(in bo;-e ,,ni--llilrd and .Mr. and 
.Mrs. Ci iiduill tuo-lhirds. 'i'be\' al.so 
inili\-lduaily paid their own sliikar- 
ries, i>r liuiHin^' guides. Wbeii ili"y de- 
cideil to make a trio tliroui^li (•assiar. 
Col. .\pplelon was under til'- lni|)res- 
sion that since .Mrs, Ccmduili was go- 
ing al.-ng that tlie same plan would 
pn'\-,iil, namely, that he wtis to pay 
one-half of the purely hunting ex- 
ivnses and ono-third of the general 
i-\|Kr.ses. Mr. Condultt acems l-.' 
have thought that the colonel was to 
pay two-thirds of the entire cost of 
the expedition, but from his answer.i 
under cross-examination it would 
se -m -.hat he subsequently made uji 
bis mind that Col. Appleton ought to 
pa\ half tho expenses with the ox- 
eciitlon of one-seventh of the provl- 
shui bill, which. On the principle that 
there were seven In the party, count- 
ing guides and so fopth, he con.sldered 
was all the extra expense that the 
prt.seiice of Mrs. Condultt entailed. 

Col. Apple-ton stated In evidence that 
before going le had glvi>n the matter 
o.f expense some consideration a.i the 
expedition promised to lie (.-ostly. lie 
hii.-i gone over the probable Iti-nis of 
expense with .Mr. Conduitt . at Cowi- 
cli.ni, whfre they were staying, and he 
produe-'d rhe result of their Incubra- 
lioiis at thill time in which his share 
of the , genera! . exnon.so.s .was llgured:at 
one- third. But it soon appeared that 
the real cause of (he trouide amsc^ in 
the hiinling held. C.d. Aiipletoii 
thought that he hail been btidly treat- 
ed, and It seeni.s that the two were 
not on speaking lerni.s the greater part 
of the time that they wi.-re out. 

Troiilde ;irose llrst over the guides. 
.After they liad been out a little wliile, 
the colonel's guide turned out to be 
less v.iluable I'nan Mr, Conduill's, Jlo 
sui'gesled thati Ihcy cliango ,;nl,Ies 
weekly, Mr, Condullt refu-ied. saying 
he w ould eh mge guides once for Jill, 
but would not keep changing them. 
This L;.iis?d bad lilood and there ap- 
petirs to hqve been a number of petty 
di.sputes over the division of shooting 
tirrltory, which' soon culrrtlnutetl In 
the men ceasing to speak, contenting 
themselves by .sending one another 
lorinul written messages by the medi- 
um of Little, the cook, who seems to 
have been the confident and diplomatic 
intermt llary ot both. The last .straw 
was the affair of the moo.se. Mr. 
Condultt shot a fine moose, and next 
liay got another good head. ('ol. A\-i- 
pleton said thai he knew nothing 
a'lout the moose having been shot, and 
siiggettcd^ that pnlnn was tak'-n to 
cmic-al the fad til! it was too late for 
him to go oiil. lb- further staled th.-it 
liaving got the two heads. whll<' lie 
hlin.seif had had not had a shot at one, 
Mr. Conduitt then went to Tolegrajdi 
creek. He at first wins going to st iji, 
as he wanted a moose, but eventually 
decided to go with hhn, as It would 
have been impossible to break up tho 
party. 

Arrived a I 'I'l-legraph creek, "poor- 
parlers," ,-is c-)|. .\ppiclon sn led them, 
coinuieiiced, but without result. II.- le- 
iei\eil ,-i leiier from .Mr, Conduitt sug- 
qestin.i; a pavuienl on the l),-isls of 
two lifih;:, ami llie bill fiom the Hud- 
son's ll;iy coni|i;.n,\- .-aoie n io. i n 1 i n i; to 
JTiil was :il.-^o sent Io him. This he 
p.iid, wilbmil. he s.inl, larefiil .serutin\-, 
imi afterwards llnding there was a 
fnsh |i,-i.\nieut asked for on acioimt of 
l.itlle's wages. In- wen; and got his 
check i).-iek. He th- ti wrote, in order 
to h;i\-e no mole lioubie, as he jnit it, 
to .Mr, Condullt nfferin.g to settle with 
liini nn a bias of two-iil'iiis vi'itli tin- 
exceiill.m i.il' few small items, Mr. 
Coniluilt woulil not agree and told 
counsel be tlought the uffer was ridi- 
culous, alihough .Mr. T.iylor in cross- 
i-xaniination showed th.-it there w,is 
really only $23 difference in die tv.o 
proposiils. There had, liowe\-cr, been 
fre.sh trouble between them over an 
Incident in which Mr. Warlnirton I'ilie 
figured, and they could cmie to no 
agreement. The colonel jiroposed .ar- 
bitral ion, Mr. Condultt agreed, but 
would not appoint an arbirator for his 
.side, leaving It to the colonel. Ho 
aijpolnted a friend of Mr. Condultt's, 
but the two arbitrator!?, after looking 
iiit.i the matter, declined to make an 
award, saying they lid not want to 
give offense.

ing tho whole matter' could have been 
settled in nve minutes. 

His .hqnor said he did not propose to 
decide ■whether Col. Appleton ivas to 
pay twOTfifths or ono-thIrd, but would 
take tfio*acc6unt.s and see What it 
seemed fair that each disputant should 
pay. Thornton Fell appeared -tpr Mr.

"Capt." .lolin Leach, charged with 
shooting with Intent to murder Albert 
Harting, bartender of the Strand hotel. 
Johnson street, on the evening ot 
Thursday, December 5, was yesti-rilay 
afternoon committed to stand trial at 
the next assizes. 'I'lie iirellminary 
hearing was held befon! .Magistr.-ite 
Jay, at the police court, several wit- 
nesses for the )irosecutlon being e,x- 
amined, the prisoner reserving his de- 
fence until his trial licfore tlie hlglior 
court. There was a large number of 
the eurloii.- in court lo listen to the 
proceedings which were short, taking 
little over iiialf an hour. 

The prisoner, who has retained J. A. 
Aikman to defend him, was composed 
throuclioul and listened Intently to the 
evidence. 

The evidence of two witnesses. Va\- 
ward Cole, ami Lorenzo Liddell, show- 
ed tliat Leach had apparently taken a- 
deep grudge against Harting for .•<oine 
fancled wrong. Roth these men swore 
to h.-iving heird l.,eacb make threats 
agiiin-st the bartender. The hitter wiis 
apparently reku-tiint to testify to any- 
thing predjuclal to Leach and in his 
evidence failed to mention anything 
about the occasion, about two weeks 
before the shooting, when, after hav- 
ing been told of Leach's C'.reals. he 
had madi' a hasty exa in iiia t ion of I'.ie 
latter's pockets to see if be carried a 
revoher.

— Tho supposed 
establishment ot . friendly relations be- 
tween John Houston, editor of the ICm- 
pirc, published al Prince Uuiicrt, and 
the (Jrand Trunk Pacdilc railway has 
Id'oved to have been nothing more than 
an ariiieil truce. Red hot hostilities 
have been resumed by the "llgliling 
mail 'from Nelson" after (loniiiiig his 
wurpalul. Tills time It will be a light 
to a linisli, Involving a lawsuit which 
may bo carried to the Imporal Privy 
Council in I..ondoii. > 

lOilltor Houston, the versatile in- 
dividual witli exi)i--ricnce lu "liossliig," 
iiiiiiliig, prosiieetiiig tinii conducting 
newspapers alternately in lialf of ilu; 
milling camps west of th,; liockies 
from the Mcxlciin line to tie- iiiterioi- 
of liriii.sh Columlna, is asserting that 
.Senator Cox, a director id' the clraiid 
Truiil;. Pacllic, utterly failed to carry 
out a promise of a site at I'riiic..' lliip- 
ort made him last fall as the juice of 
.silence. Entrenched cm his mineral 
claim staked across the inalu street of 
tho townslte, the aggressive editor has 
been hurling liot shot at the company 
in every recent Issue of the newspaper. 
He- expects to add many scalps to his 
collection. 

Mr. I-loustiui has never forgiven a 
minor ollicial for lefusing to permit 
him to set up his pi intlng press in the 
new terminal city.

"After all every 
corporation has its score.s ot sycho- 
pliants and servile followers, and 1 
don't Intend to join th4 procession for 
I ain't built that way. As a free lanci 
1 will do the stiuare thing. If the pub- 
lic don't get a fair deal up here ne.xt 
spring count on old John for turning 
thlH burg Into a rough house. 

"Aa tho provincial government ha.s 
given me a record for my mineral 
claim, all llie power of the Griipd 
Trunk Pacific cannot oust nje until the 
legal points involved are Adjudicated 
upon. Of course, they vv^ll seek to 
prove tTiat the location Is not genuine 
In the sense that It does not contailn 
uiUieral in place. 

Tlien Mr. Houston grew conlldoiillal. 

"I don't think the Liiidty Hoy, as 1 
have christened niy claim, will ever 
be a dividend payer except In s.i fai 
aa it will answer my purposes. Hc- 
twoen ourselves it asstiy.i high in moss 
and bull-plne, with just a trace of 
silver," added the editor with a wink 
and a laugh. In the rear of the Em- 
pire'.s othce. a plain shack, Is a ten- 
foot shaft, which Mr. Houston ho* 
sunk in iii.s sjinre moment.w. Just to 
comply with thi' law and incid,.iitall\ 
lo strike a bon.iiu'.a if .ui.. exists be- 
neath tile stringer r if inm jiyi-ltes ihat 
traverses the surface of liLs claim.

C.P.R. IS AGAINST 
"ALL RED" SCHEME 



President Shaughnessy . Ex- 
presses View Taken by . 
His Company 



Montreal, Dec. 8. — Sir Thomas 
ShaughriPSHy, president of the Can- 
" Bdlun Pacific railway, wns Interviewed 
today regardlPBr the All-Red route, 
whlcl} an Influential ddputatlon repre 
sen ting the Blacksod Bay scitente ' Is 
noy/ visiting: Canada, Sir Thomas said: 
. "It In this proposed All-Red rpute 
Of-BChemc, the mails are chiefly to '.be 
cbnaiderod, It Is conceivable that for 
this purpose govorniliental subvention 
inlKlit be applied for the realization of 
certain ndvmitaKeH In this regard. On 
the other hand, if tlie ooniinorcial prin 
ciple is consldored witli a vlow, through 
prolit, to lessen or eliminate govorn- 
■.w'.ntal subveiil ion, it is an aljsurd- 
•ity." 

Being aslicd wliat tlio attitude o£ the 
C, F, l^, will be should the new project 
bo actually set on foot, Sir Thomas 
said: "Tlie duty of the C. P. R. would 
bo as it has been in the past, to pro- 
tect its own business, to «xtcnd its 
advantage.s, to preserve and enlarge 
the trade which it has built up, alilce 
as a great carrying, and .•iteainslilp 
cofnpany. 

"Wo are, perhap.«, the largest car-' 

■ rlers on this continent. Our' business 
is to get and to ^andlc trade. Wu liave 
had some experiences. W^e think -we 

, know something ol tho~ needs of trade. 
Wo are also a steamship cdrapany, and 
we have studied this end \vith the ob- 

^. jftct c'f asccrtuiningr ' tlie exact condi- 
tions. 

"Wo put on tlio two Empresses, and 
they (ire jja^np: boats. AVc saw the 
need and vvc met it. Rut llie differ- 
eiice between the Kmprosscs from tlio 
point of view of co.st, of expen.so ■ tij 
liandle, and any typo wliioh would give 
the liighest poasiblc speed, in slnlpl^■ 
enormous, and In my opinion wouldi, 
n<it bo justilled, from the coniinercia)! 
point of view, which Is the cliief con- 
sldoi-atlon with a company lllcc the C. 
P. R. I don't say that the necessary 
limit of speed has been absolutely 
leached. On the contrary, the C. P. 
Tt., oithrr of its own notion 'or in co-' 
operation, nilglit bo disposed to put 
faster vessels on tlio St. Lawrenco 
route, but with the distinct . under-, 
standing that such must proceed t.i 
Liverpool or some other English port. 
Nor need this idea absolutely exclude 
■the possibility of an arrangement by 
Which there might bo a landing of the 

; inalUi»injIreland.,. Butith&'Dreaont pro-. 

. rRpsaiamjfHesJelttoer'^ti John or HaU- 
fax the all-the-ye'ar-p'ort/ and ignores 
the St. Lawronce'ijorpjgte; ■■ The Law- 
rence route has a>g'reat attraollon for 
travellers, and I would' consider its loss 
or its neglect alAiost ' In the 'light ot a 
natIonal"c.alaniUy;?.i;"''- 

'Of course," ointlnufed .Sir Thomas, 
"the St. Lawrence needs im^roVoment,- 
oifHclont lighting and buoying, a ialeiU.'- 
and sufllclent channel. ' So, too, does.' 
tho Atlantic coast need caraful atten- 
tion to reduce to a minimum the 
chance ()f accident, but with aniplo 
provlaloh an'd facility you have In the 
St» .Lawrence,* during tho summer, a 
mo.st desirable route, whioli now a few 
traveller.s comln.cr to llie Gult, desire 
to prolong for. the beauty wiiicb marks 
it; and a.s to the matter of time, there 
\\'X>uia bo little difference as far as tho 



clock is concerned between tho Hall- 
fax route and tlie St. I^awronco route/ 
for, if you consider tho tlrno taken up 
by the train journey, thoro would bo 
very little gained over th.^ St. Law- 
rence route ia the .■runimer." 

From tho commercial point of view. 
Sir Thomas considered tho Ali-Rivd 
route impossible. It being suggested 
to Sir Thomas that It was contended, 
that the last lino would create a- special 
class of travel, ho observed that this 
was precisely tho class \vhlch the C. P. 
R. has already covered. ■;• v 

"Wo are In the buslnessli.we.arc on 
the ground. "Wo kno\v;vwliere::tb look 
for business. Neither tho^.C. -P, jB. nor 
other companies havS beori-'Walllng for 
others to enter the field "to get now 
business." 

•"What about tho other lines in tho 
business?" 

"It is true that the Cunard people 
built the Lusilanla and tiie Alaurc- 
tanla In a spasm, occasluiiod Ijy a 
scnro Icit the Anicrlean mcrcaTitiio 
marine, ongineored by IMorpont jMor- 
ijan, would wrest the supremacy from 
the British shipping eonipanics, but 
nsiilo 'from the two extreme types, tlie 
Cun.'ird people have not duplicated tho 
Campania or Lucanla. On tho con- 
trary, since the Campania and tiio 
I..ucania, they have built the Carinanla 
and Saronlu, safe but not fa-st boats. 
In tlio case of tho iramburg-American 
line, liow Is it tliat the Peutschland has 
not been repeated, and that ail the sub- 
sequent boats are of the normal char- 
actor, Such' as the President Lincoln, 
President Grant and tho Amorika, tho 
latest which is ot tho normal seven- 
day type?" 

"The Deutohland, by tho way, is 
now on the Jlediterranean trade, sho 
has made beforo ' now ttie trip -from 
New York to Plymouth' in flvo days 
seven hours and three minutes. Sho 
has 'maintained' an average of 23.51| 
knots per hour during an entire voy- 
age. She has covered In a single day 
Goi knots, In apite, liowevor, of this 
record "for speed, she was t(iken off tho 
Now York route and put upon a slow 
tourist course, wlilch aecommudatos 
people of leisure in tlie winter time. 

"Tho White Star lino," continued Sir 
Thomas, "lias been content with the 
Arabic, Baltic, and Codrio, and has not, 
apparently tried to capture this stiecial 
class of tratlic, which has been alluded 
to. This might be deemed to bo a lit- 
tle singular, seeing that these com- 
panies have been a long time in busi- 
ness tliat they miglit be suiiposed to 
liavo experience, and specially a cer-i 
tain ability in providing for all the 
traftlc that offered. An extreme typo, 
has been built by the Hamlnirg- Am- 
erican line, but tho company which 
built it did not repeat tho type. They 
havo built boats of great capacity and 
of reasonable speed, but they have not 
striven for speed as the supreme con- 
sideration. They havo planned for 
cojjaolty, funC oopitfort and security." 
i'i'YoutwoUld^aeem this to bo signifi- 
cant?" • ' • ' ' 

"Naturallj', It is worth noting, be- 
cause tho companies mentiouod are 
not tyros. Their business is to study 
conditions and^ni^cet, v^tUem as they 
arise, and the ='faot-'lS 'tha,t' there Is no 
disposition to build, new vessels de- 
signed to reach speed' IlnUts," 

"At the same time, this does not ex- 
clude the possibility of greater spetfd 
realizable ' on your own Canadla,n, 
route?" 

"No, sir, I do not saVrfor a moment 

that there might not be a greater 
.speed.. on our route, and I am not un- 
.fricndly to a rea.sonablo Increase but 
on the linos of the present proposal, 
not as supporting the Black Sod Bay 
route, and not as neglecting our 
own St. .Lawrence route, which with; 



every Improvement made which it is 
possible to make, would be one of the 
greatest attractions to American trav- 
ellers." 

"It has been suggo-stcd that the C. 
P. R. would ol't'or an active opposition 
to this new venture, should It be act- 
ually .set on fool." 

Tile president thought a minute 
— 'This company will oontiiuie to i)ro- 
tect its Interests, it will continue to/ 
Increase its business by tlu; moans at 
Us dispoal. We are working upoii 
commercial lines.

The president and secretary of tho 
British Columbia Timber n.nd,. Forestry 
chamber of dommeree,'. witli ;heac<<iuar- 
ters In 'Vancouver, arrived in the city 
last evening, and tonight Will address 
.1 meeting in the A. O^U. W. hall, with 
the object of establishing a brancli 
chamber in this city.. E. P. Bremnor 
Is ijresideiii. Dr. J. F. Clark, secretary, 
and M. H. LoRun a member of the 
board of directors. 

Tho object oC tho league is the pro- 
tection of tlm forests of liritlsh Colum- 
bia in tho Interests of the timberlaiid 
owners of tho government of British 
Columbhi and of the province itself. 
In that connection the a.ssoinntlon lu'- 
lieves that it c;in make Home valuable 
•siJg.^e.stion.s to the iirc)\-liu'lal govern- 
ment looking to adilitlomil legi.slatlon 
or to a change in legLsUulnu dealing 
with timber lands. The ijrlmal ro- 
(lulslto is tho oxteu.sidii of the time 
limit for renewals. 't'iial, aeeordliig 
to tho othcer.s i.if the uoclet.N', is ii 
panacea for ail tlie ills wiiieli the 
forests, timberman and the province 
are heir to, 

Tho timber Industry Is probalily the 
most Iniportnnt of any to the pro- 
vince at the present stago in the de- 
velopment of British Columbia. From 
that source la derived by far tho 
largest portion of , its, income and this 
will continue to be true for a number 
of years. 

Of the three billion acres of timber- 
land which exist In the world, with 
the 'exception o£ Africa,' Cfinada pos- 
sesses over half. The Dominion more 
tlian ctjuals in its area of timber lands 
the entire area of tlniberland in the 
Uniteii Slates (a faint far off second), 
Eurojican Kussia, Norway and Sweden 
and all tho rest of Europe with India, 
Australia, Xcw Zealand and .laiian all 
rolled into one. It i.s e.stimiited at 1,- 
6r)7,(i00,000 acres. Of ihi.s Hrlti.sli Co- 
lumbia lias in round ligures 1 Si', 750,- 
000 acres. Some C.r.OO.OOO acres ol" the 
amount have already been staked, and 
from the latter .source the provincial 
government the last llscni venr reaped 
about $l,i;7(5,OO0 revenue. 'Wiiich is a 
slight iiidiciition of just how Import- 
aiit this timlier industry is. 

AVhIle the total area of timber 
land lias been hardly touched by the 
timber cruiser, and while title has 
been given to scarce a thirtieth of tho 
lininonso extent of timber country. It 
must be considered that what lia.s been 
staked has been tho most valuable In 
that under present conditions It has 
been the most accessible. The Im- 
portance of conserving tho timber up- 
on accessible lands lit only for the 
growth of timber may therefore be re- 
cognized 'and -it is^'-^just hero that Mr. 
Bremner and Dr. Clark believe that 
the suggestions of thelr^oolety mav bo 
Of value. To prevent tne timber lands 
from being denuded in an extravagant 
mahnfer make It worth the while to tho 
tlmberiiian 4o consejjve!, his Jimlt.,. Give 
him the idea- that 'he can win more 
than one crop of timber from it and 
instead of wading through it ctitti(ig 
timber right and left, /'culls" and itil, 
with forest fires following .in. his wake, 
he will cut It in a manner which will 
permit of his coming back In a year 
or ton years and reaping his second 
harvest. 

• "The provincial government Is ap- 
parently committed to the system uf 
timber licenses. "When thes^ were first 
Issued the amount of timbqr lands was 
not know^i. The government did not 
expect that so many licenses would be 
Issued. But the demand did come, 
and the government now is falrly.com- 
tnitted to tho license system. The lat- 
ter Is not a bad one, but there will re- 
quire to be some changes In the condi- 
tions InipoHcd, if tho indii.stry is to last 
for more than a few decades. 

"By tile present system a man ob- 
tains a timber license. Tho iiitter l.s 
renewable eac'i year for a period of 21 
years. The owners have to cut with- 
in that time cr lose title. Naturally 
they cut and a.s thoy have no expecta- 
tion of reaping aiiuthor crop tmni tho 
same lands they do not out oeonoml- 
cally. W'liat Is not harvested gener- 
ally burns and reforcstraliim if not en- 
tirely pievonted is rolardcd. if the 
limit were lifty yeai'-^ iiisiead of tweil- 
tj--oiie the owner -ivnuld In cutting 
keep an cj'n on the future lie would 
not let his license laii.se, Imt wonlil in 
the first cutting .so I'egulale his cnur.so 
of action that ho might reaii another 
crop at a later period.

.\IaI<f till' liirilt lin.\' >'<'ars ami tin' liro- 
vinc'i' will have a rciilnl for the whole 
ii( tliat time, and tlie elmnees are that 
tlM value or the limit will lie almost as 
great as It was in the lirst Instance. 

"While ihe torui l.s only 21 years tlio 
logger oiil.v lofiUs to logging liis limit 
once. If it is .'iO years lie looks for a 
second and third crop and naturally 
takes a keen Interest in protecting tlio 
land from forest flres. 

"Under existing conditions he cuts 
tho best timber he flnds and the rest 
generally burns." 

According to Dr. Clark Briti.sh Col- 
umbia need worry Uttlo about artillcial 
rel'orestratlon. The height from Ihe 
ground at which the seed grows, tho 
lightness of the latter and tho moun- 
tainous character of tho country assist 
in tho distribution of tlie seed and the 
roforestratlon is natural. The fact 
that the growth of. the tree is not re- 
tarded by the severe weather of some 
other portions of Canada is another 
factor in assisting tlxe j^rodess. British 
Columbia, does .jiot have . to , deal with 
tho problems^of India; oC ScoUdnd and 
contlhenttti Etir'ope. 

The doctor recently visited some 
nrcn.'! of timber ' land burned of lato 
years and In neai-ly all he found ro- 
forestiation proceeding as faVorably 
as iio.ssllile and beyond the' expecta- 
tions of all. 

"OC course In the case of land lit for 
agriculture the government could still 
ImpoBO a.'slib-ler time limit," tho doc- 
tor' continued. "As a matter of fact, 
however, tho great area of the timber- 
land of tho pro\irice IS land which Is 
unfit for the 'growth 6£ anything else."

Present at this meeting was 
Dr. Robert.soii, city medical liei lth oC- 
ficor, who Verbally reiiorled upon the 
condition of tho .lames Hay Hats wlilcli 
in Ills opinion were not unsanitary 
though tliiM'e was no doubt- tliat', that 
locality was a imlHaiiec. 

In the illseuHslon which followed tlio 
readln.i; of Dr. Kagau'.s conimunlca- 
liouM .Ma\'<n- Morloy wa.Ned indignant 
-and d(.'el;ire(| that 'he lini-w tlie reason 
fnr Dr. I'^ag.iii's Insisteneo that the 
James Jjay IKu.s were niest unsanitary 
and a menaee tn tho health of tlie elt.\-. 
The nia.yiu- dcclan-d that the whole 
' re.-isoii of i;r. CaKaii's eanipalgii 
against llui ll.a.s wa.; inspired by lJ(di- 
ties, tliat the lliils lia\-i- l.ieeii US(!d for 
the purpose of diimiiiiig. garbage for 
the yast fourteen years and -It seemed 
strange that now, just whori' the city 
had done everything to PUt an end to 
tho "dump" tb* provincial 'health of- 
licer should .suddenly become alive to 
tho fact that tlio dump '"as become a 
nu-naee.

Dr. Robertson's View 

Dr. Rnliertsun . riddi-essea tlie board 
stating that in regard to, the James 
Bay Hats the statement had :been made 
that it was uns&nltary and o' menace 
to tlio publlo. health. This. Uo thought, 
was a- very broa^ statement and cast 
reflections upon the city ofiicials. The 
proof of. the pudding Is in the eating. 
Since he had been an olllclul there had 
been only one lntectlou.j ease which 
could be, by any elianee, traced to con- 
ditions on till- lUus and eonaociuenlly 
since tlnre had been no trouble of 
lliat nature he einihl not si-e how the 
■lames JJay Hats eenhl be said to be a 
menace to the public health. There 
wa.-j nut, however, any ilouln but that 
tho (lump on the tlats had* been dis- 
tinctly a nuisance, chiefly by reason 
of tho fumes from the Hmoulderlng 
fire which, however. Is now Just about 
out and tliore was little trouble from 
the fumes now. In fact the Are 'was 
tho very best disinfectant. 

As\to remedying the nuisance ho 
suggested that it would be best to havo 
tiie whole unsightly mass levelled and 
coN-i>i-eil hy two or three feet of i>ure 
earth. The enly <lann<'i', he averred, 
was from greund airs eiuiiing from 
tlie duiuii, hut authorities have declar- 
ed that tliire is very little danger to 
those living iiearliy if houses are on 
good foundations. He did not consid- 
er the dump a menace to public health. 
iTe had stated so before and he saw 
no reason to change his mind. If his 
suggestion as to the coverln.g the 
dump with earth be followed out, the 
whole matter would bo romedliid. 

"Dr. Fagan is reported as saying 
thnt the whole mass should ,1)0 dug 
u]). Would that improve 'matters?" 
asked the ni;iyor. 

Dr. Itobertson ilid not ^ think so. 
Certain i-hi>nil( :il elian^'i's were going 
on in the mass of ,%'arli;ige under tlie 
earth wliieli would somi reduce it to 
an innocuuuM mass and whatever 
stuff was there sliould he nllowed to 
remain. The dump was not being 
polluted by ;(eu-aRi\ As ho under- 
stood It, ruily a quantity of rotten 
fruit and manure had been allowed to 
be placed there, 

Better Care Nocessnry

Mayor Morloy , declared that the

w-ar waged against the council in an 
unwarranted manner. Tlie answor of 
the city medical oflicer seems to have 
met tho accusations l^urled against 
tliat body.. Now when the council 
was about to place .the stopper in tho 
bottle Dr. Fagan came along and <<ald: 
"Xo, it must be removed." When tho 
Incinerator by-law was brought be- 
fore tho citizens ' Dr. .Fagan should 
then have come forvvard and insisted 
that the James Bay flats were a men- 
ace to the public health. The mayor 
al.^o blamed the dally press of the city 
for not doing what they could to ad- 
vance tho incinerator i)roi)ositlon. 

"I could say u-hy Dr. Fagan Is so 
onthuslastlc in his campaign agaln.st 
tho city, but I won't just at -.'ircscnt" 
declared the mayor. 

"That would bo interesting, Lot us 
havo it" urged Aid. Hanna. 

"A'o, I may linve something further 
to s;iy on tills matter but not now" 
was the dark hint conveyed by the 
mayor. 

■ 'i''he mayor declared that the .lames 
rjay duini) was a .simple matter. The 
<luc.stion now was how to dispose of 
tho garba.go until tlie city got an In- 
cinerator. A great quantity, of tho 
garbage must bo burnt. He and the 
city engineer had though that tt would 
1)0 bettor to- erect a species of- oveii 
near tho electric light station to -burn 
up all combustible matter. 

Scow Must be Working 
III answer to a ciucstlon from Aid. 
Vincent, Sanitary Inspcetiir Wilson 
stated that the scow used to curry 
garbage out to aea. had been disabled 
for several days but" was now working 
all right. Straw, paper, etc was now 
boing burnt on C'ook -street In m con- 
venient locathm away from any resi- 
dences. 

in about two weeks the .lames H;iy 
flats would he seeded in clover and 
rye which will make it a beauty spot. 
Aid. ]''ell — How are tho rats'.' 
Mr. Wllfepn Bald- the rodents vver^ 
getting on all right. 

Aid. Vincent — Let them play among 
the clover. 

Garbage on Dallas Road. 
Jlayor JMurley ■.=!tated that ho had 
written to the ohi(;f of police in re- 
gard to the niuiierou.-i complaints as 
to the dumping ot garbage on the 
Dallas road from the Dalla., hotel to 
jiast the ceiiietei-y, and had asked that 
olliclal to make a sijoclal effort to ap- 
prehend olTendors. There was, he 
thought, a certain amount of e.xcu.-.e 
for the dumiJlng of garbage along 
that thoroughfare. If a man with a 
load of garljage could not deliver it 
to the city scow because- of the 
breakdown of tlie latter, he could not 
be expected to take It home, antt nat- 
urally he dumped it in tlie llrst con- 
venient place.

Surely It is 
time this was stopped. 

Aid. Henderson suggested that an 
advertisement be [)Ul in the city papers 
to the elfeei that no dumping shall bo 
done (;.\cept in some place to be desig- 
nated l.iy the city. 

:Mayor Morley stated that the re.Lru- 
lar scavengers bad alre.-uly been so no- 
tilled, but It -would servo to notify a\h- 
ers. He .suggeste'd that If .'in inere.-ise 
in tlie line for brealclng the law in this 
respect were niadc^ it wotdd havo a 
good effect. 

Aid. Fuilerton suggested that in Ihe 
notice a small reward nilglit be oltored 
for any information as to tliosc par- 
ties who violated tho health bylaw.

.Mr. Armll stated tliat, although it 
might be 150 years since wholesale 
lawli'ssnesK was otopped, lie had wit- 
nessed scenes at wrccku Which requir- 
ed little to bring out the old wolii.^h 
and greedy nature ot Lie barbarians 
(if the past.

Why 
Admiral Wilson, or any other tyro, 
sh.nild, he said, have had charge ot 
the stranded battleship Jlontagn, liaf- 
fled imagination. If she could have 
been sa\-cd she was, he said, in Hie 
iKinds of the wrong iiieii; if .^he could 
nol liave been sa\-ed, llic recliles.s 
w-aste of nionej- s'.iould liave been 
stc^jped sooner. JIany years ago he 
had proposed a .ialva.s'e department 
for tlio Britisli Admiralty, but ho w-as 
told that the government had too 
many departments without It. He con- 
sidered that the judicious expenditure,
